ADVISORY ACTION 

1 . The Art Unit location of your application in the USPTO has changed. To aid in 
correlating any papers for this application, all further correspondence regarding this 
application should be directed to Art Unit 2617. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 6-9-06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

3. Regarding applicants representative (hereinafter "applicant") arguments that 
there is no evidence to support the combination of reference between Shah and Khan, 
Shah is concerned with providing features to a mobile station (see col. 1, lines 6-7) and 
Khan is concerned with offering features to a mobile station (see col. 1 , lines 66 - col. 2, 
line 1), since both reference are analogous and concerned with the same problem, it 
would have been obvious to one of the ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention to 
combine both references. 

4. Regarding applicants argument that Khan teaches away, because the base 
station of Khan operate at reduced power; first, the claims in the present application do 
not recite anything about operating power level, therefore features upon which applicant 
relies are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light 
of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See 
In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Second, applicant 
does not mention how does the power level will affect the features to make the 
reference teach away, power level will affect the coverage zone, but features showed in 
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the references like caller ID, call waiting, etc have nothing to do with power level, 
therefore this argument is moot. 

5. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies 
(i.e., private landline, facilitating public access) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). 
Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the 
specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 
USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

6. In response to applicant's argument that Khan is directed to a land-line supported 
private base station and not offering intelligent features to a mobile station, examiner 
invites applicant to read the title of the Khan reference, where the first four words recite 
"System for providing features" also col. 1 , lines 66 - col. 2, line 1 disclose the above 
limitation. The rejection in record stands.
